AH Under One Roof 
Senate banking and currency committee clearance 
of the Wagner-Ellendcr - Taft housing bill doesn't 
mean this controversial proposal will be enacted by 
the 80th Congress. But if the opponent- who killed 
it In the 79th Congress and apparently can commit 
murder again will look twice, they will discover that 
more than housing is under the legislative roof this 
time. 
Senator Taft's support of the bill has become a 
tense Issue in party politics. It the Republican party 
decides to repudiate its strongest congressional leader 
on his long-range proposal for doing .something about 
the country’s long-range housing deficiency, more 
than housing will suffer The party will have adver­ 
tised its decision to .shun a kind of liberalism so mild 
that Senator Taft can support it without compro­ 
mising his conservatism. 
The Wagner-EUender-1 aft bill, which has been 
grossly misrepresented by a great many persons who 
never read it and know nothing about it, is an attempt 
to tie together, define and broaden numerous federal 
efforts to overcome the national housing deficiency. 
Its goal is 15.000,000 new dwelling units by 1958 Its 
procedure is to stimulate construction with private 
capital by guaranteeing safe and adequate returns 
Its theory is that the United States cannot afford to 
let the devil take the hindmost in compctititive enter­ 
prise; that the minority which can’t keep pace with 
the competition for adequate housing mu.-it be looked 
after by means of an inclusive federal housing pro­ 
gram—not federal housing, but a housing program 
Por obvious reasons, the building industry is op­ 
posed to federal housing programs at this tune. It 
doesn't need them But let another slump come, with 
the industry all 3tocked up and no place to go, and 
there would be a clamor us of a million carpenters 
nailing on sheathing for federal programs galore The

Boo To Ilya 
Ilya Ehrenberg. the Soviet Union's roving reporter 
who visited the United States a year ago. has been 
troweling sarcasm on the American way of life ever 
since. That's his privilege. 
Who, he inquires In Pravda—as if he didn't know— 
are the half-baked crusaders, expansionists and hy­ 
pocrites? Who's carrying an atomic bomb in one hand 
and an Easter egg in 'he other? Whose guns, warships 
end Instructors are being sent to China. Turkey. Irun 
and Greece? There’s more, all suggesting that Ilya 
feels extremely queasy when he thinks about 
the 
United States. He should feel that wav 
The fact Americans forget most often is that Rus­ 
sia's feur of the United States goes away back to the 
American revolution, to tl.e czars and their royal bud­ 
dies who were scared silly of the American republic 
and its libertarian upstarts preaching that the people 
were more Important than the despots. That was radi­ 
cal stuff in the 19th century, and it's still radical stuff 
in the middle of the 20th century for the rulers of 
Russia Boo to you, Ilya. 


Beyond Atomic Fission 
To members of the American Physical Society, 
now convening in Washington, atomic fission already 
is old stuff Now science's trail-blazers, fur ahead of 
the pack, are dipping gingerly into the field of sub- 
nuclear physics. What they will find is till indefinite, 
but the formulas evolved and the figures read off 
sliderules Indicate that somewhere in the vicinity is 
a source of power thousands of times greater than 
atomic fission. 
Sub-nudear physics apparently has the same re­ 
lation to atomic physics that calculus has to algebra 
It's more complex, having to do with protons and 
neutrons, the elementary particles which comprise 
the nuclei of atoms. 
Today's far-reaching pioneers in physics may be 
toying with the Pandora's Box that will release new 
and undreamed oi sorrow on the world, rnav even 
end the world, for all we know. Or they may be on 
the verge of opening new and beautilul vi&tas for us 
all Your guess is as good as the.next man's. 


Grateful For Small Favors 
Each day's news from Palestine 
is, tf 
possible, 
worse than the news of the day before. The British 
may be shucking oil their responsibility in the Medi­ 
terranean. but they are still holding the hottest of all 
Middle Eastern potatoes. 
They have known for a long time what their cri­ 
tics are now beginning to realize: There is no solu­ 
tion for the problem in Palestine The problem is how­ 
to reconcile a conflict between irreconcilable« , some 
of whom may be playing the game of the one foreign 
power with everything to gain and nothing to lose 
by encouraging chaos in the Holy Land. 
Americans, between criticisms of the British for not 
doing the impossible and side-taking in a conflict 
that cannot be settled but might be controlled, given 
enough time, should be grateful lor small favors. Thev 
do not have Palestine to worry about under tIre Tru­ 
man doctrine—yet.
